Talk With Brother 
Cain. 

Dear Brother; — I have been 
very busy, then not well ; did not 
do anymore writing than I could 
help, hence your open letter has 
not been answered before. I will 
briefly do so now, not being near 
a copy ot the Evangelist, I trust 
to my memory, if I miBB any 
point, will attend to it another 
time. 

1. If you read Evanoblibt No. 
18, you will find my article on 
the convention. I Baid we should 
have a convention because we 
are noffully" equipped for work, 
we may be properly organized, 
as far as I know, as far as we 
have gone ; bnt in my judgment 
we have not gone far enough, 
and will not be until the church, 
as a church, is prepared for 
work, we are not fully equipped 
for work. 

2. I said the time to have a 
convention was when the college 
debt was paid, that was and is 
yet my position, and from it I 
see no reason to depart. I must 
confess I am disappointed in this 
work. I expected the debt 
would be paid ere this. The 
church assumed the college bur- 
den and her obligation must be 
met: business is business, in 
church and without, but especial- 
ly in the church. There is no 
difference between us. 

8. Bro. Holsinger thinks the 
church properly organized ; of 
course as far as it goes, but be 
knows as well as you and I, that 
we are not fully arranged for 
work. Yon may launch a ship, 
but there is something to do be- 
sides getting her to float.

5. Yon say you are properly 
organized at Waterloo, I believe 
it: So are we at Funkstown, 
but Waterloo does not embrace 
the chnrch at large. You are 
only a part ot tbe church and 
there are many places lhat are 
not properly organise!, and 
many places suffering few work- 
ers ; and to succeed, there mast bo 
some arrangements made to push 
the work and preach the Gospel 
to every creature.
